THE  NATURAL  HISTORY  OF  THE  TINEINA, 

Which  will  contain  magnified  coloured  figures  of  the  transformations  of  each  species, 
with  copious  letter-press  in  four  languages — English,  French,  German,  and  Latin. 

It  is  proposed  to  publish  this  work  in  a  series  of  8vo.  volumes,  each  volume  con¬ 
taining  the  full  Natural  History  of  twenty-four  allied  species. 

The  order  of  appearance  of  different  genera  will  naturally  depend  on  the  progress 
made  in  investigating  the  transformations  of  the  species  comprised  in  it. 

The  plates  will  be  by  Mr.  W.  Wing,  and  those  illustrating  Mr.  Douglas’ 

‘  Contributions  to  the  Natural  History  of  British  Micro-Lepidoptera,’  published  re¬ 
cently  in  the  ‘Transactions  of  the  Entomological  Society  of  London,’  may  be  referred 
to  as  specimens. 

The  price  of  the  volumes  will  be  made  as  low  as  possible,  and  little  more  than  the 
expense  of  colouring  the  plates. 

But  as  even  this  moderate  sum  might  put  the  work  beyond  the  reach  of  many  a 
hard-working  collector,  the  Editor  proposes  to  -present  a  copy  of  the  entire  series  to 
every  one  who  shall  first  discover  and  communicate  to  him  the  transformation's  of 
Ucenty  species  of  Tineina,  with  which  the  Editor  was  previously  unacquainted.
